Yale, B. C, April 15, I860. 

Editor British Colonist: — During the past 
week, the Yalo Steamboat Company has been or- 
ganized, and the capital ' stock of ten thousand 
dollars (with power to increase) all taken by the 
residents of Yale and vicinity. This Company lias 
been formed in anticipation of the contemplated 
road to Lytton, with the view of extending river 
navigation to its extreme natural limit, and bring- 
ing the head of steamboat transport into imme- 
diate connexion with the line, which must ulti- 
mately resolve itself into the main Irunk route of 
communication with the interior; and as the route 
to Alexandria, by the valley of the Fraser, has 
been ascertained to be by far the most eligible — 
inasmuch as it is highly auriferous throughout — 
much shorter, and abounds in natural feed towards 
its npathern extremity, whereto the cost of carry- 
ing grain would cause an enormous enhancement 
of freight, it is a mutter of positive certainty that 
both the passenger and merchandise trallic will he 
confined to that route, when the Lytton road and 
the Yale steamboat line are in connected opera- 
tion. This alluring anticipation not only em- 
braces a promise of large dividends to the stock- 
holders, but an assurance that immense districts 
of hill diggings — which are now lying waste along 
the route — will afford illimitable scope for profit- 
able operations, when the cost of carrying the 
necessaries of life and mining implements are re- 
duced to a moderate standard, as it will be under 
the above named circumstances. 

It is further contemplated to follow the present 
advertisement fur proposals with another for a 
boat of similar dimensions, and thus be enabled to 
keep one on the route continually, and both if 
necessary. 

This commendable spirit should induce the gov- 
ernment to co-operate, and at once award con- 
tracts, or supply men and material to form the 
connection at one and the same time. 

In regard to the obstacles In the river between 
Hope and Yale, at Emory's liar, another season 
lias been allowed to pass over with an unction to 
<iuiet ns, in the shape of an advertisement for pro- 
posals' to remove, e'c. Such unaccountable apathy 
becomes criminal neglect.

The trail has been in use for 14 
years, by the H. B. Company, and all wa have to 
do is to open it for two miles through snow. 

There is no news stirring iust now. A party 
will start from here, in a few days, lor the Simih- 
kamecn mines.

Down with the Stovepipes. 

The puissant personages representing the 
majesty of the people in the Commons as- 
sembled," tire certainly getting along very 
satisfactorily with their Legislative duties. 
They have almost — after six weeks' legisla- 
tion — done o;ie Act, or made an Act, so far 
as they can make it without the consent of 
vice-royalty and the " peers of the iealm." 
This wonuVrful production of legislative 
Wisdom, the inaunurative Ac I of the second 
Parliament of Vancouver Island, may be 
destined to be as famous in the annals of 
our history as the curfew law of the Norman 
conqueror, and productive of more enduring 
monuments of brick and mortar than there 
are pyramids on the banks of the Nile. Un- 
like ihn ancient who immortalized himself 
by firing the Temple of Diana,' the repie- 
ttentulives of the people intend to immor- 
talize themselves by putting up brick and 
mortar to stay the consuming element from 
razing our domestic temples to the ground. 
Their excellent moti/ti evidences the pro- 
gress of human wisdom during the last two 
thousand years ; and shows that the sun of 
practical statesmanship has risen and is now 
shining across James' Hay. The poetical 
and imaginative — dreamers, not matter-of- 
fact men — think that some law with a more 
musical name than the " Slove-pipe Bill," 
ongbl to have been the work of maiden 
statesmen ; whilst others of a c_ nical school 
think some folks are " daubing with untem- 
pered mortar." 

Whilst we hope to indulge in dreaming 
by the blazing fire, and waich the curling 
smulce as the sparks fly upward, we confess 
that the passage of a " Stove-pipe Bill " by 
the Legislature savors much of a work of 
imagination. Not that stove-pipes are a de- 
sirable institution in a wooden town (on the 
contrary, they ought to be kept on very low 
diet); but b.-cause the management of the 
ferruginous cylinders would be much more 
successful if placed under the surveillance 
of City Fathers. These grave but potent 
personages, now preparing for civic honors 
when Cary's Actof Incorporation is made law, 
could avoid the whole danger of conflagra- 
tion from the slove-pipe family, by merely 
passing a civic ordinance. No Guvurtiur, 
Oonndil, or Assembly, with Her Gracious 
Majesty, the Privy Council, and the Grand 
Inquest of Downing street, backed up by th • 
parchment making a journey of 30,01)0 
miles, going and coming, would thus be ne- 
cessity. Should an extens on to the outer 
limits of the town prove advisable when the 
back streets fill up, another Stove-pipe Bill 
must make a tour through the tropics to put 
on a European finish in Windsor Castle. 
But should neit ier Act work well, the evi- 
dence of our civilization at the Court of St. 
James would become rather disagreeable, 
when the building of chimneys could not be 
Stopped without a monarch's notice — by re- 
peal. We do trust that the exuberant loyal- 
ty of the Assembly will send a more fitting 
memento of their homage to Britain ; and 
slightly (dip the wings of their imagination 
by dovetailing a stove-pipe clause into the 
Victoria Act of Incorporation. 

If such is done, 'die paternity of a stove- 
pipe ordinance would, doubtless, devolve 
on a less illustrious body; and thus reach 
the acme of radical reformers, by legislating 
without the assistance of an ! ' Upper House." 
Progressive as this would be, still it would 
be a practical improvement in the manage- 
ment of a host of trifling but necessary mat- 
ters unavoidable in a city life. Besides, if 
the Assembly waul to do all the work, some 
fears may bo entertained as to the progress 
of more important measures; for, if six 
weeks are occupied in getting one bill 
through two readings to liiu engrossing 
point without work on any other, a year 
would be engrossed, and we would scarcely 
get six acts of Parliament. Were ibis to 
01:0 ir. our galaxy of representative talent 
would not appear in an over favorable light 
to their credulous constituents, and ought to 
remind them that a division of power, by 
incorporating Victoria, would lessen their 
Herculean labors, which it is hoped may 
not " end in amoko."

Instead of Lo ! the poor Indian; it might 
lie Lo ! the poor African. 



Enforcement of the Gami: Laws — 
It is perhaps no! generally known thai 
the Game Laws are now in force. In the 
Bill passed in the Assembly, on the 2d of 
April of last year, It is provided that any 
person who shall " buy or sell, or offer, or 
exhibit for sale, or give or take in exchange 
for any valuable consideration, or fur any 
piomise to pay, any animal of the deer kind, 
from the 1st day of January to the 1st day 
of July in every year; or any duck, teal, 
grouse, woodcock or snipe, or any egg of 
either of such birds, from the 1st day of 
February to the 1st day of August in any 
year; or any willow grouse or quail, or any 
egg of either of said birds, from the 1st day 
of February to the 1st day of September of 
any year; or any dusky grouse, or any 
egg of any dusky grouse, from the 1st 
day of February to the 15th day of Au- 
gust, in any year, shall be subject to a 
fine of not more than five pounds, with 
costs; or in default of such payment, im- 
prisonment for a perioil not exceeding one 
calender month." Yesterday, Antonio Pac- 
anello, doing business on Waddington Alley, 
was lined 3s. for offering a duck ior sale. 
Sportsmen and dealers must be careful noil 
lo violate the provisions of the Act ; as we 
understand that in all future cases of the 
kind brought before him, Judge Pemberton 
will enforce the severest penalty. 

Steamboats on the Lakes. — The new 
steamboats intended fur carrying freight anil 
animals by the lakes on the Harrison- Lil- 
looet trail, are in a fair way of completion. 
The steamboat for Seton Lake was launched 
on the 1 Oth hist., and workmen are now 
busy putting in her machinery, ohe is ex- 
pected to make her first trip some time dur- 
ing the present week The owners are 
Messrs. Tayloi, Beach & Co. The steamers 
for the Anderson and Lillooet Lakes were 
progressing rapidly, and will be launched 
in about a fortnight. The machinery tor the 
former is on the ground : and that to be 
placed in the boat intended for the Lillooet 
Lake will probably arrive on the next steam- 
er from San Francisco. It is purposed to 
levy a toll on each mule crossing the lakes 
on the new boats, of only fifty cents, whether 
loaded or empty, in order that pack-trains 
may load at Port Douglas, and carry their 
freights through to Alexandria, — the im- 
mense expense attending the transportation 
of animals having prevented packers from 
doing so heretofore.

China No. 1, 37 |-2c. : Boston Syrup, S3S 5c, 
per gal. At this time last year, if our 
recollection serves us, the following were 
the rates at which the same articles were 
held at the Forks :— Flour, S23 per cwt.; 
Beans, 23c. per lb. : Bacon, 45 to 50c ; 
Lard, GOc- ; Codec, 75c. ; China Sugar, 
50c; Syrup, 8 1 50 to S5 per gal. The 
contrast is quite an agreeable one, and we 
should not wonder if next year a still greater 
change for the belter takes plane. 

Yale Steam Navigation Company. —

boat would be run direct to that place ; and 
have been as often disappointed by Ihe non- 
fulfillment of the promises, until at length 
they have formed a Steam Navigation Com- 
pany of their own. An advertisement in- 
viting tenders fur building a boat ninety 
feet long, to cany between fifty and sixty 
tons of freight, and to thaw about twenty 
incheR of water, will be found in another 
column. The passenger cabin will be fitted 
up in a neat, but plain manner, and the en- 
gine will have lliirteen-iuch cylinders, with 
a three and-a-half foot stroke. It is intend- 
ed that the boat shall ply between Yale and 
New Westminster, touching at intermediate 
stations. If the boat be successful in mak- 
ing regular trips to the former place, another 
will be immediately constructed and placed 
on the same route. We hope the enterprise 
of the Company will be rewarded by the 
complete success of their undertaking.

Supreme Court of Civil Justice. 

Friday, April 2 ). 
Tin: cask OP K. Is, LANG KOMI. 

The Court met ot il o'clock, a. m., his honor, ! 
Chief Justice Cameron, presiding. 

The Chief Justice ordered the Clerk tn road the [ 
sentence recorded against Judge Langford, for con- 
tempt of Court, whilst a •witness in the coso of 
Langford vs King. The sentence wns read:— 
twenty -four hours In tho custody of the Sheriff 
and a line of .£10. The Sheriff whs then ordered 
to tiln the affidavit of himself and deputy by Tues- 
day next, a* to how the order had been exec j ted, : 
anil also how a certain letter was forwarded to the 
Court by Mr. Langford. The Judge then stated 
that he had ordered the prisoner into Court on 
Wednesday, to purge himself of the contempt, hut 
he would not dime ; and sent by tho deputy shoril!' ! 
the letter referred to. The clerk, on being ordered, 
read the letter, which states substantially:— that 
owing to the vile and illegal proceedings of yester- 
day (referring to mutters, wo presume, on the day 
of his arrest. — E D.) and in consequence of tho pre- 
carious state of Mrs. Langford'a health, he would 
not appear before the Court in answ er to its sum- 
mons; and that it' ho was forced, that he (tho 
Chief Justice) would have to hear the consequen- 
ces. The Ju<!(:e then remarked that it would 
have been highly praiseworthy if lie had refused 
on account of the alarming state of his wife's 
health ; but ho outrages the dignity of the Court by 
calling it vile and illegal. The dignity of the 
Court should maintained at all hazards ; and there- 
fore he ordered that an attachment issue for Mr. 
Langford, and that he be brought before the Court 
on Tuesday next. 

REPOSING A nlUXK TO A COLORED MAN. 

Jacob Francis vs. Milotich. — The plaintiff, a co- 
lored man, brought this action for damages against 
Milotich, who keeps a billiard saloon at the corner 
of Yates and Government streets, for refusing to 
Bell him liquor, and among other things two bot- 
tles of champagne, in February last. The object 
of the action was prineipa ly to try the right 
whether innkeepers were liable for damages, if 
they refused to give colored men liquors In their 
saloons with white men. It was admitted by de- 
fendant's counsel that the saloon was an inn. 
The ease then went to the jury. Alter being out 
a considerable time, they returned a verdict : — 
1st, that the house was an inn ; 2d, that the plain- 
tiff was not his guest ; 3rd, that no injury was 
received by the plaintiff by the refusal, and" con- 
sequently no damages coilld be allowed. 

NEWSPAPER TRIAL. 

The case of Damon vs King and M'Clurc, asuit 
to recover £1,1)00 carnages, alleged to have been 
sustained by the plaint! fl from the action of de- 
fendants in assuming the title of the Victoria Ga- 
teUe for their own paper, after said title had been 
purchased by plaintiff. 

D. 1!. King, Esq., appeared for defctldentJ, and 
Messrs. Gary and wight for plaintiff. 

A. De Cosmos, sworn. — Am editor and publish- 
er of the British Colonist; know Mr. YVhitton, of 
the late firm of A. Wltittnn & Co.; know his hand- 
writing ; [paper containing a notice to the effect 
that Whitton & Co. had disposed of the title of 
their newspaper to J. Damon, shown witness] ; 
think this is his handwriting; bought some type, 
chases, and a printing press from Mr. Whitton; 
presume the material thus purchased i..>d been 
used in publishing tho Victoria Gazette. Mr. 
Damon was in my employ at that time. 

The counsel for the plaintiff read a deed of con- 
veyance of the title from A. Whitton & Co,, to 
John F. Damon. 

Mr. King, counsel f >r the defendants, objected 
to any evidence being introduced in regard to 'lie 
publication of a paper benrini! the title of Victoria 
GtuMe because the plaintiff, in his declaration, 
states that the damages he sustained were in con- 
sequence of the newspaper alleged to have been 
published by the defendents, being inferior to the 
one published by Whitton & l o. 

The Court stated that the declaration, as it exist- 
ed, did not prevent a fair trial being had. 

Objection made and noted. 

A. De Cosmos, recalled — Have published a news- 
paper since the Uth of December, 1858 ; the Ga- 
zette was the only paper published here when I 
commenced; can give no idea of what the expense 
of publishing a newspaper similar to the Gazette 
would be: can give no .information on the subject, 

The case for the plaintiff here rested, and the 
Court adjourned until to-morrow, Saturday, morn- 
ing, at 10 o'clock. 

A Loon in a Light- LIoosk. — During a 
violent southeast yule about six weeks ago. 
a loon driven before the midnight blast, flew 
diteclly into tlie Lantern of the light-house 
on Tatooche Island, where it was picked up 
by the keeper, who skinned and ate it. The 
lantern of Tatooche light is of the lir.st order 
of Fresnel, and one of the lar»e>t in ihe 
United States. The (dates of glass com- 
posing the lantern are 3-8 of an inch thick, 
and the force with which the bird was mov- 
ing through ihe nil must have been tremen- 
dous, to have shattered llie thick glass, 
which was strong enough to have resisted a 
heavy blow with a sledge. Wild fowl are 
frequently driven against the lanterns of 
light-houses 'during storms at night, but this 
is the first instance that we know of where 
any destruction has been caused, except to 
the birds themselves. — P. T. Register.
